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OBJECT  AND  METHODS 


To  Make  Constructive,  Friendly  Solutions 
OF  Children’s  Problems 

I.  We  make  careful  and  sympathetic  study  of  the  conditions 
in  the  child’s  home  in  the  effort  to  remove  the  trouble, 
and  not  remove  the  child. 

II.  We  maintain  children  at  board  in  families,  keeping 
brothers  and  sisters  together.  The  health,  education 
and  happiness  of  these  children  is  insured  by  the  super- 
vision of  trained  visitors. 

Parents  are  expected  to  aid,  when  possible,  in  the  support 
of  their  children ; and  families  are  reunited  as  soon  as 
practicable. 

III.  We  receive,  temporarily,  children  for  medical  treatment, 
or  when  homes  are  broken  up  through  illness  of  parents 
or  other  domestic  causes. 

A limited  number  of  babies  received. 

Plans  are  made  for  older  boys  and  girls  and  aid  and 
supervision  given  through  high  school  and  vocational  periods. 

Special  attention  given  during  the  summer  to  building  up 
delicate  children  of  school  age. 

Girls  up  to  twenty-one,  and  boys  to  fourteen  years,  under 
probation  of  the  Juvenile  Court,  are  placed  in  families  and 
supervised  by  the  society. 

The  cost  of  board  and  clothing  is  regulated  by  the  cost 
of  living. 

The  society  is  non-sectarian,  and  is  supported  entirely  by 
voluntary  contributions.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CLERK  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  BOSTON 
CHILDREN’S  FRIEND  SOCIETY 

For  the  Year  Ended  October  31,  1921 

In  reviewing  the  year  just  past,  the  eighty-eighth  in  the 
history  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society,  we  see  on  the 
one  side  the  troupe  of  649  new  children  who  have  come  to  our 
doors  looking  to  us  for  their  chance  of  health  and  happiness, 
and  on  the  other  side  we  see  the  host  of  friends  whose  generosity 
and  interest  manifested  through  their  response  to  our  various 
appeals,  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  meet  the  obligations 
that  come  with  every  new  child  added  to  our  list.  To  all  our 
friends  who  have  helped  us  we  wish  to  express  our  heartfelt 
thanks. 

The  active  interest  of  the  Directors  has  been  expressed  this 
past  year  in  many  ways,  especially  through  the  Rummage  Sale 
held  in  November  1920  which  brought  in  $2,000,  and  through 
the  Fair  held  at  the  Vendome  on  December  9th  with  a net  result 
of  $4,000.  A tea  and  bridge  party  given  at  Marion,  Mass., 
last  summer  brought  in  $1,000,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Charles  I.  Thayer,  Mrs.  Galen  L.  Stone,  Mrs.  George  H.  Flint 
and  Mrs.  F.  Reed  Estabrook.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
the  Permanent  Charity  Fund  has  shown  its  endorsement  by 
increasing  its  donation  from  $1,000  to  $1,500. 

The  bequests  received  by  the  society  have  been  the  final 
payment  of  $300  from  the  Fannie  D.  Shoemaker  estate  and 
$500  from  Sarah  Cornelia  Townsend. 

Among  the  changes  on  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Henry  D.  Hyde,  who  gave  faithful  and 
devoted  service  to  the  Society  for  over  forty  years.  Another 
loss  has  come  through  the  resignation  as  Clerk  of  Mrs.  Adelaide 
A.  Thomas,  who  served  for  twenty-five  years  in  that  capacity 
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and  whose  unselfish  devotion  to  the  Society  will  always  be 
remembered  by  her  fellow  workers. 

On  our  staff  of  workers  there  have  been  several  changes. 
A medical  social  worker  has  been  added  and  three  have  left  us 
to  be  married.  All  the  members  of  our  staff  have  been  most 
tireless  and  unselfish  in  their  effort  to  give  the  best  there  was 
in  them  for  the  303  children  directly  under  supervision  during 
this  year. 

It  is  always  a problem  to  know  how  we  can  provide  proper 
clothing  for  the  children,  therefore  we  deeply  appreciate  all 
the  sewing  done  for  us  by  the  Women’s  Alliance  of  the  First 
Parish  Church  of  West  Roxbury,  and  by  the  Drop-In  Class  of 
the  Union  Congregational  Church  of  Boston,  and  also  the  gener- 
ous donation  of  clothing  from  the  Boston  Branch  of  the  Needle- 
work Guild.  We  cannot  close  this  report  without  mentioning 
the  helpful  kindness  of  the  physicians  and  dentists  who  have 
given  of  their  time  and  sympathy  in  caring  for  our  children. 

The  work  is  constantly  increasing  and  our  need  of  friends 
to  give  support  and  encouragement  is.  greater  than  ever  before.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY 


Ideals  of  Our  Founders 

Eighty-eig'ht  years  is  an  honorable  length  of  life  for  an 
institution,  and,  whether  or  not  it  has  outlived  its  usefulness 
depends  upon  the  vision  and  vitality  of  its  primary  purpose.  It 
is,  therefore,  with  interest  we  turn  briefly  to  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  this  Society,  printed  in  1837.  There,  we  find  the 
contributors  of  that  time  reminded  of  the  reason  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  “new  object.”  At  that  period  there  was  special 
provision  for  children  through  an  “Asylum  for  Indigent  Boys,” 
and  one  for  “Orphan  Girls.”  But  the  founders  of  the  Boston 
Children’s  Friend  Society  were  the  first  to  make  a concrete  pro- 
test against  leaving  boys  and  girls  in  the  so  called  homes  of 
parents  where  they  were  in  moral  and  physical  danger.  They 
also  organized  to  serve  the  conscientious  parents  whose  burdens 
were  too  heavy,  who  wanted  to  do  the  best  they  could,  and  yet 
not  be  wholly  separated  from  their  children.  Our  founders 
also  had  their  “philanthropic  doubts.”  They  write,  “the  tend- 
ency of  the  age  is  to  divide  rather  than  concentrate  the  energies 
of  the  open-handed,”  and  while  they  were  conscious  of  this  fact, 
they  were  wide-awake  to  the  unhappiness  and  moral  danger  of 
children  whose  vital  needs  could  not  be  met  by  contributions 
from  the  “Public  Chest.”  They  recognized  that  food  and 
clothing  are  the  most  elemental  form  of  charity.  But,  to  give 
a little  child  his  chance  to  grow,  happily,  body  and  soul  to  his 
ultimate  expression  is  the  highest  type  of  charity.  Through 
their  determination  to  see  justice  done,  and  in  their  belief  that 
philanthropy  is  a spiritual  impulse,  they  made  the  children’s 
cause  “a  direct  appeal  to  humanity.”  And  they  builded  well! 

How  far  do  we  keep  faith  with  that  splendid  body  of  men 
and  women  in  our  work  today?  Our  records  for  1921  give  us 
a total  of  952  children,  who  have  received  advice,  aid  and  foster 
care.  Of  these,  303  have  been  under  active  supervision.  Boston 
brought  us  62%  of  our  work.  There  were  two  leading  causes 
for  application,  illness  and  death,  34%.  The  highest  factor 
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was  tuberculosis  of  young  mothers.  This  has  brought  us  in 
close  contact  with  twelve  hospitals,  seeking  our  aid  for  delicate 
children.  Second,  non-support  and  desertion,  with  resulting 
neglect  of  children,  30%.  Unemployment  or  alcoholism  was 
not  a factor  in  these  cases.  It  was  the  old  story,  familiar  more 
than  eighty-eight  years  ago,  of  the  parents  who  appear  to 
forget  their  duty  to  each  other  and  to  their  children. 

How  We  May  Help  the  Court 

We  have  been  called  into  many  Court  cases  during  the 
year,  where  the  most  conscientious  and  delicate  investigations 
were  required.  In  one  Supreme  Court  case,  the  evidence  given 
by  law^^ers  and  witnesses  was  of  such  a conflicting  nature  that 
the  Judge  could  not  make  a fair  decision  as  to  whether  the 
father  or  mother  should  have  the  custody  of  two  small  children. 
He  called  upon  this  Society  to  bring  him  the  true  facts  in  the 
case.  Our  investigator  was  able  to  show  that  the  mother  was 
capable  and  devoted  to  her  children,  and  had  been  earning  the 
greater  part  of  the  family  income  for  several  years,  whereas 
the  father  was  mentally  incapable  and  the  paternal  relatives 
unwilling  to  take  responsibility.  With  this  information,  the 
Judge  decreed  the  custody  to  the  mother. 

In  a Municipal  Court  case  where  a divorce  was  pending, 
four  children  were  being  neglected  while  the  parents  quarreled 
over  which  was  to  blame.  Our  investigator  coming  into  the 
situation  as  an  impartial  friend  found  a suitable  home  for  the 
children  upon  which  both  parents  agreed.  The  father  met  the 
expense  of  board,  and  the  mother  of  clothing.  The  divorce 
case  is  still  pending,  and  the  investigator  continues  supervision. 

Juvenile  Court  Boy 

We  are  often  asked  why  we  only  take  a delinquent  boy 
under  fourteen.  The  reason  is  simple.  Our  treatment  is  home 
treatment,  and  our  experience  proves  the  boy  under  fourteen 
is  more  susceptible  to  home  influence.  Such  a boy  comes  to 
us  after  the  judicial  decision  has  been  made,  and  after  his  mental 
status  has  been  indicated  by  Dr.  Healey.  We  place  him  always 
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in  the  country  for  the  time  required  to  readjust  his  problem. 
His  relation  to  his  family  continues  through  letters,  and  the 
family  can  visit  him. 

For  instance:  a boy  over  thirteen  came  with  a Juvenile 
Court  record  of  stealing,  a reputation  of  “gang  leader,”  and 
cigarette  smoker.  He  was  sent  right  into  the  big  out-of-door 
life,  into  a home  orderly,  yet  free,  with  two  other  boys,  accus- 
tomed to  country  life.  And  things  began  to  happen.  He  at 
once  tried  to  assume  command  at  home  and  at  school.  But 
under  the  wise  management  of  a Boy  Scout  leader  in  the  com- 
munity his  ability  for  leadership  was  turned  in  a good  direction 
and  his  ambition  aroused.  He  finally  became  the  President  of 
his  own  small  Boy  Scout  Group,  and  aided  the  Master  in  dis- 
couraging smoking  among  the  boys.  At  the  end  of  two  years, 
after  his  graduation  from  school,  he  did  not  want  to  return  to 
the  cit}^,  but  his  widowed  mother  was  then  not  quite  able  to 
carry  her  burden,  and  with  his  visitor’s  friendly  hand  guiding, 
he  returned  to  the  same  community,  but  the  little  master  of 
himself.  And  he  is  now  the  “man  in  his  own  family.”  Thus  we 
fulfil  our  duty  to  the  Court,  to  the  boy  and  to  the  community. 

Children  under  Guardianship 

We  have  today  twenty-six  children  under  guardianship. 
Perhaps  it  is  with  these  children  we  have  the  best  opportunity 
to  develop  our  ideals.  We  have  two  big  factors  in  character 
building,  — time  and  control.  And  here  again,  the  right  of 
control  is  given  us  by  the  sanction  of  the  Court.  We  must 
always  bear  in  mind  the  diagram  of  three  homes.  It  is  of  little 
value  to  take  a child  from  a home  where  he  has  a little  food,  a 
few  clothes,  and  less  care,  and  place  him  in  a home  where  he 
has  more  food,  better  clothes,  and  more  attention.  But  the 
obj  ective  is  the  third  home,  — the  home  the  boy  or  girl  is  to 
create  in  the  future.  We  must,  therefore,  provide  a home  which 
is  economically  stable,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  socially  respon- 
sible, where  the  child  may  feel  secure  and  happy,  and  where  the 
things  of  the  spirit  shall  not  be  forgotten.  In  so  far  as  we 
fail  to  provide  such  homes,  we  fail  in  the  things  we  stand  for. 
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One  of  our  girls,  recently  discharged  and  just  married, 
was  with  us  eleven  years  under  guardianship.  We  took  her 
through  the  Court  from  an  immoral  mother.  The  father  had 
deserted  and  the  girl  was  in  danger  from  a male  boarder  in  th^ 
home.  When  the  girl  had  completed  her  school,  and  was 
in  training  as  a nurse,  the  mother  reappeared  and  demanded 
her.  The  father  had  returned  and  the  male  boarder  still  made 
one  of  the  family.  There  was  anxious  thought  and  considera- 
tion given  to  the  girl’s  possible  duty  in  reforming  the  parents. 
But  the  mother  refused  to  give  up  her  mode  of  living.  Our 
guardianship  controlled  the  situation.  And  that  girl  has  begun  • 
with  joy  the  building  of  the  third  home. 

119  Discharged  Children  ' 

In  the  table  of  statistics,  you  will  see  we  have  discharged 
119  children  this  year.  Of  these,  97  with  an  average  of  two  and 
a half  years’  care  have  been  returned  to  parents  or  other 
relatives. 

Tolstoi  has  observed,  ‘‘All  happy  families  are  more  or  less 
like  one  another;  every  unhappy  family  is  imhappy  in  its  own 
particular  way.” 

It  is  unhappy  families  that  come  to  a society  like  ours, 
and  because  they  have  fallen  down  on  the  way  through  life, 
they  demand  all  that  the  social  worker  has  acquired  of  experi- 
ence, philosophy  and  devotion.  The  service  rendered  these 
ninety-seven  children  would  make  a little  book. 

I can  only  illustrate  by  one  family  of  three  children,  from 
four  to  ten  years.  The  father  was  a kindly  man,  earned  good 
wages,  but  his  business  kept  him  away  from  home  for  weeks  at 
a time.  The  mother  had  the  spending  of  the  money  and  was  so 
fond  of  pleasure  that  she  forgot  her  duties  as  a mother  and  a 
wife.  The  father  was  unable  to  control  her.  The  children 
were  brought  into  Court  for  neglect,  the  parents  put  on  proba- 
tion for  one  year,  and  the  children  placed  in  our  care.  The 
day  they  were  taken  from  the  home,  clothing  had  to  be  pro- 
vided, but  the  mother  was  wearing  silk  stockings.  The  children 
had  been  so  badly  neglected  they  were  in  need  of  special  medical 
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care.  The  service  to  these  children  was  similar  to  that  always 
given.  The  big  problem  was  the  parents.  In  this  case,  our 
records  show  twenty-eight  visits  made  to  the  foster  mother, 
the  hospital  and  the  Court ; twenty-eight  letters  between  visitor 
and  foster  mother ; nine  letters  written  by  the  visitor  to  the  par- 
ents, and  the  parents  made  twenty  visits  to  the  office  for  discus- 
sion, advice  and  encouragement.  These  figures  are  given  merely 
to  show  continuity  of  service.  The  parents  visited  the  children 
eleven  times  separately.  In  the  meantime,  the  father  had 
started  divorce  proceedings.  But,  after  the  parents  began 
visiting  the  children  together,  these  proceedings  were  with- 
drawn. The  parents  began  gradually  to  realize  what  they 
were  losing.  The  children  had  gained  so  greatly  that  they 
looked  new  to  them.  They  began  to  see  possibilities  in  their 
c'hildren  that  they  had  lost  sight  of,  and  for  the  first  time  saw 
the  things  they  had  not  done.  Before  the  year  of  probation 
ended,  they  rented  a little  detached  house,  near  a school, 
with  a garden.  Our  visitor  had  the  pleasure  of  helping  the 
mother  fit  up  that  house  for  the  homecoming  of  the  children, 
and  we  continued  supervision  until  the  Court  was  satisfied  that 
the  family  was  a success. 

The  first  home  in  this  case  was  established  on  an  abso- 
lutely selfish  foundation ; the  second  home  was  built  for  and 
around  the  children. 

We  began  November  1st  with  177  children;  the  largest 
group,  the  children  of  widowers ; the  second,  of  parents  sepa- 
rated; the  third,  of  widows;  the  fourth,  delicate  children  and 
special  medical  cases;  and  the  fifth,  behavior  problems.  Let 
us  think  of  these  children  as  one  family,  not  in  numbers,  but 
in  service.  We  must  not  feel  our  work  is  insignificant  because 
it  is  carried  on  for  the  individual  boy  and  girl,  for  these  may 
be  the  interpreters  of  our  dream  of  an  ideal  commonwealth. 
I like  to  think  that  it  was  a woman  who  said,  eighty-eight  years 
ago,  ‘‘Let  it  be  called  The  Children’s  Friend  Society,”  a name 
as  old  as  the  Christian  era,  and  as  new  as  the  child  w'ho  needs 
us  today.
